LIFE IN A 
BURROW. - 


HAS SEVERAL 
ADVANTAGES. 
ADAPTATION TO 

ENVIRONM EN Xe

N underground burrows, hidden from 
| view, it may be, by a mere veneer of 

soil or sand, dwell many strange 
creatures endowed with peculiar habits due 
to the unconventionality of their mode oí 
life. During the winter season many aniinals 
hibernate, concealing themselves in crevices 
or slight burrows, more or less under- 
ground, as a measure of security against 
climatic extremes. These, however, writes a 
correspondent of the Manchester Guardian, 
burrow merely as a temporary safeguard and 
are not, so to speak, built for the habit. 
Burrowing animals-born to the life generally 
advertise the. fact by the formation of some 
part, or parts, of the body. 


What, briefly, are the advantages of this | 


kind of life? ‘They are several. A large pro- 
be of burrowers are weakly and de- 
enceless creatures whose very existence de- 
pends upon their burrow ag their refuge 
from natural enemies. In the case of animals 
which burrow *in the sand of the seashore, 
protection is afforded against the wash of 
the waves, and, what is of paramount im- 
portance, the delicate gills and skin coh- 
cerned with breathing are kept moist by the 
water. which percolates through the sand. 
Without such provision they would be -left 
by the receding tide to dry up. 

Another purpose of the burrow is to pro- 
vide a place of security for a growing 
family. Young rabbits, born blind and 
pathetically helpless, would fare badly with- 
out the protection of their underground 
nursery. Not only would they fall early 
victims to predaceous animals, but the 
effects of exposure would speedily prove 
fatal. Hares are altogether move hardy; 
the young at birth are clothed with hair 
and have their eyes open, and are better 
equipped to endure risk and hardship. Some 
burrowing animals‘ prey upon «other bur- 
rowers; moles,’for instance, upon worms. 

The mole affords a striking illustration 
of adaptation for a subterranean existence. 
The torpedo-shaped body, tapering sharply 
in front, and the remarkable fur which can 
be brushed either way facilitates underground 
progression. But mdst remarkable as. the 
structure of the large spade-like feet, fitting 
close to the body, twisted to form perfect 
digging instruments, and developed out of al! 
proportion to an animal of the size. 

The mole-cricket, a bulky insect abcut two 
inches long, has feet astonishingly like the 
mole’s, and serving the same purpose. 
Moving simultaneously, they fling aside the 
earth to form a tunnei, and it seems that the 
two spines on the extremity of the fogt are 
used for cleaning the “‘shovel’’ as it be- 
comes clogged with soil. In this insect we 
have, perhaps, the most peculiarly specialised 
of all burrowing insects. 


THE “DESIGN” OF 
WORMS. 


No creatures are s» ideally designed for 
subterranean life as the worms. The common 
earthworm requires no introduction. Here 
is an animal without limbs of any kind, 
yet able to travel the more expeditiously on 
that account, for legs would be a distinct 
encumbrance m a tight-fitting tunnel. How, 
then, does the earthworm progress’? The 
tupering, telescopic body is not in itself 
enough to explain the rapid locomotive move- 
ments. 
roughness felt when a worm is drawn through 


the fingers from tail to head. This is due | 


to rows of projecting bristles, too small to 
be detected without a’ lens, which when the 
worm extends its body grip the walls of the 
burrow. Worms live on the decaying animal 
and vegetable matter in the soil. And in 
order to procure this the soil has to be 
passed through the intesiine, so that the 
worm may be said literally to eat its wa 
through the earth. Evidence of tlis gastre- 
nomic achievement is seen in the coiled heaps 
known as ‘‘ worm-casti gs which disfigure 
our lawns and make us forget that worums 

perform a useful service Np ote 
Much higher in the scale of life is the 
common eel, a remarkably expert burrower 
in sand or mud. Compare it with most 
other fishes and you will see how profoundly 
the attenuated body has been modified for 
the life it leads, even to the fins, which

One of the most striking consequences of 
the subterranean life is the tendency of eyes 
either to become reduced in size or to dis- 
appear. Not only has an animal that lives 
habitually below ground little use for them, 
but, their liability to injury makes them a 
possible source of danger. The eyes of the 
mole are minute, hidden among the fur, and 
quite useless, yet this animal is not by any 
means so highly specialised as many that 
could be mentioned. There are tropical 
lizards and amphibians, uncannily like worms 
In appearance, which have been so com- 
pletely modified by subterranean habits that

ABUSED BY NON-BRITISH 
SHIPS. 


Britain is very proud of the Red Easign, 
and very rightly jealous of its safety; but 
when it is obviously being used for illegal 
purposes, without any real right to its pro- 
tection, it is only just that ships flying it 
should be made to stand their chance of 
answering for misdeeds. Therefore, the agree- 
ment with Finland, allowing smugglers fiying 
the Red Ensign to be arrested outside terri. 
torial waters, escapes criticism, especially as 
it is hedged round. with all reasonable pre 
cautions (says The Navy). , 

But there are many who think that the 
authorities might go further and make it a 
symbol of British ships and British slaps 
only; quite apart from openly illegal acts 
which are likely to bring us into trouble with 
friendly powers, there are far too many cases 
of the flag being worn by ships which are not 
really British. 

Only recently the Seamen’s Union brought 
up a case of a tenker flying. the Red Ensign 
which had not a single British subject on 
board, and was a sort of “ league of nations’’ 
ship. ‘To the foreign ship. owner who wants 
to escape some point or another there may 
be infinite advantage in puing his ship 
under the Red Ensign, but it is obvious that 
there is no advantage to the nation, and it 
is the nation that ought to count.

LEGITIMACY LAW REVOKED 


The drastic law, promulgated recently, 
which declared many members of the German 
aristocracy as illegitimate and stripped them 
of their titles, has been revoked. The new 
law states that only the children of nobles 
horn out of wedlock will be stripped of their 
titles even if their parents married subse- 
quently. 

The original law was designed to affect the 
children of German nobles who had married 
Jewish women. All children of mixed Aryan 
end Jewish marriages concluded after 1918 
were to be considered as illegitimate, if proof 
could not be given that the parents lived 
tcgether for more than five years. 

pven under the present Press regulations, the 
original law evoked severe criticism, and was 
described in the Vosesische Zeitung as ‘ in- 
human. '' It is believed that there was 
considerable discussion over the matter be- 
hind the scenes. 
| The revised law once again indicates that 
the more moderate section of the Nazis is 
steadily gaining the’ upper hand.

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| SUBMARINES.

THEIR VALUE TO THE 
EMPIRE. 


Larger naval forces are denied Great Britain 
by international agreement, We must, there- 
fore, writes Lieutenant-Commander Kenneth 
Edwards in The Navy, devise some form 
of defence which can be expected to delay 
enemy action until the arrival of supporting 
urces, 

This’ delaying action must amount to a 
powerful deterrent to the enemy to venture 
into waters nominally controlled by Empire 
forces. It can be achieved in some measure 
by the skilful use of mines,‘ but it can be 
achieved far more ecoriomically, efficiently and 
successfully by the maintenance of submarine 
forces, even though the units are small. ‘The 
known presence of ‘even the smallest sub- 
marines. will always give an enemy to think 


| before venturing his ships in waters where 


they may be lurk ng. 

It is more than~probable that an enemy 
will seek to discover. the disposition of the 
submarines béfore venturing his main forces. 
This would gain time—the time that is. of 
vital necessity to us to enable our su porting 
Squadrons to arrive in the vicinity. This de- 
terrent quality and the ability to enforce 
delay upon an enemy is by far the most 
valuable characteristic of the submarine. from 
the point of view of Empire defence, and it is 
not, therefore, a quality to be lightly sacri- 
ficed upon the altar of disarmament in order 
to placate the large body of public opinion 
which holds that the submarine is at once 
inhuman and unsuited to our needs. 

There is, however, another very powerful 
argument in favour of the total abolition of 
all submarines. This is concerned with per- 
sonnel. Submarine personnel requires special 
training. So long as submarines of any size 
ure permitted a large personnel fully trained 
m submarine work-can be built up. ‘Treaties 
and conventions are, more often than not. 
violated in war. A nation at war might 
well build large submarines for commerce 
destruction on the high séas and for over- 
seas blockade. 

Submarines can, at.a pinch, be rapidly 
constructed, as was amply proved by Ger- 
many in the Great War But to build 
large numbers of large submarines would 
be manifestly useless if no personnel trained 
in» their work were available. There 
is mo question that the only method 
o: ensuring that no nation possesses a trained 
submarine personnel is the total abolition of 
the submarine throughout the world. This is 
A very pets argument, and one which is, 
no doubt, much to the fore with those en- 
trusted with the proposals to be made by the 
British Commonwealth of Nations at the 
revision of the Naval treaties.

this argument is sufficiently weighty ‘entirely 


fo discount the deterrent valine of the sub. 
mariné in Empire defence. We can achieve 
no security for our world-wide commitments 
unless we have means of delaying enemy 
action pending the arrival of supports, and 
this is a necessity for which other things 
must, if necessary, be sacrificed. It is, there- 
fore, considered that we should advocate, not 
the total abolition of the submarine, bat its 
limitation to smal! displacement. 

Qur anti-submarine branch has reached a 
stage where it can effectively combat the 
submarine “menace to trade in narrow 
waters, and the grouping or convoy system 
would also protect our trade. As for 
nations using their trained submarine -per- 
sonnel in time of war to man hastily-con- 
structed ocean-going submarines for un- 
restricted commerce destruction, we must rely 
upon world opinion and the question of 
neutrality to deter a nation from such a 
course. - It was unrestricted submarine war. 
fare that brought the United States into the 
war, and this should serve as a warning for 
the future. | 

Whether France, who in recent years has 
built up the most powerful submarine fleet in 
the world. will consent even to the limitation 
in size of these craft remains to be seen. We 
cannot. however, trade on France's liking for 
the submarine in order to make ges 
which we believe will come to nothing, It 
behoves those entrusted with the defence of 
our Empire and its vast ramifications of trade

STATE’S PROGRESS. 


Mr. Corrigan, the chairman, in proposing 
the toast of “The Prosperity of the Irish 
Free State,” said that this subject must lie 
close to all their hearts. A great deal had 
I written and spoken for and against the 
idea oí the prosperity of the Free State, but 
there was abundant cause for thankfulness 
and pride in what had been accomplished. 
The welfare of a State was to be estimated 
by the conditions in which its citizens lived, 
and in that sense there was abundant cause 
to congratulate themselves on the progress 
that had been made. 

Mr. Corrigan referred to the progress which 
had been made witn the clearance of the 
slums, the progress made in the urban and 
rural areas, and in solviug the housing 
roblem. They could also congratulate the 
tate on what had been done to promote 
technical and vocational education. He 
pointed to the fact that the curriculum of 
their technical and vocational schools included 
physical. training. He thought that they 
were entitled to look with confidence to the 
future of the Free State. Their principal 
problem was the maintenance of their own 
population within their own shores. They 
should make their guiding star the unity of 
the Irish people. 


MINISTER AND UNITY. 


Senator Connolly, in responding to the 
toast, said that it was only on the basis oí 
unity and lack of bitterness that development 
could be achieved. He believed that the 
prosperity of Ireland was assured. In 
responding to the toast, he hoped that, as on 
this occasion, the toast of *‘ Ireland, One and 
Individed,” would always take precedence. 
Speaking for those of his colleagues who were 
net present, he expressed the hope and 
determination to secure not only unity within 
the twenty-six counties, but unity within the 
thirty-two counties. They in the Irish bree 
State did desire unity, peace and disarma 
ment, That could only come when they met 
as equals, when they realised that two or 
122 people sitting at a table were on an equal 
footing to express their own views. the 
present Government was thinking in terms of 
human beings, and” there could be no 
prosperity except on such lines. The urge 
of the Government was to do everything in 
that direction. i : 

It was a source of satisfaction íor him to 
say, in connection with the payment of land 
aunuities, that up to Thursday last 104,000 
ayments were made, as against 82,000 in 
931, 90,000 in 1930 and 84,000 in 1929. He 
felt that, in spite of various controversies, in 
his Department, at least, they had nothing 
to complain of The work of the present 
Administration was in the main constructive.

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KILKENNY COUNTY 
HOSPITAL 
ESOS: 

TOO ELABORATE, SAYS 
DEPARTMENT. 


Bar criticism of the proposed new county | 


hospital in Kilkenny is contained in a letter 
from the Local Government Department to 
the Board of Health. The plans, the letter 
stated. are on a scale much too elaborate 
even for a county hospital with 130 beds, and 
the hospital would lack the compactness neces- 
sarv for economical and conyenient adminis- 
tration. Commenting on the proposal to set 
aside twenty-one beds for private patients, 
the Denartment stated: ‘“‘It would apoees 
that quite a good-sized private hespital was 
to be provided at the public expense inside 
a hospital intended for the sick poor. Six, 
or at the most eight, private beds should be 
sufficient. As regards the estimated cost of 
the hospital—£103,000—the Minister 
sidered that it was altogether too excessive, 
and he would not be prepared to agree to any 
such expenditure. It was not usual, the 
letter stated, to provide a chapel in connec- 
tion with a county hospital; a small oratory 
was usually considered sufficient. The accom- 
modation for eighty in the proposed’ chapel 
was too much; it was considered that space 
for about thirty would be ample. As regards 
the proposal to erect a chaplain’s residence 
in conjunction with the hospital, the Depart- 
ment stated that ir, no other county hospital in 
the couniry is there a resident chaplain, and 
no special reason had been given fo the pro- 
vision of such a residence in the new hospital 
in Kilkenny. 

Mr. Brophy said the private patients they 
intended to cater for were the people who 
were paying the rates, and they were entitled 
to he considered.

THE MEETING. 


The Most Rev. Dr. Byrne subsequently 
resided at a meeting held in the old schools 
or the purpose of raising funds to meet the 
cost of the building. 

The building, now in course of erection, 
will be a three-storey one, containing fifteen 
class-rooms, to accommodate 750 pupils. It 
will be steel-framed, with cavity brick walls 
of Courtown facing and Dolphin’s Barn 
bricks in panels between the steel framing. 

The Very Rev. J. J. Cogan, Prior, stated 
that the present school accommod:éd 1,138 
children, but 2,016 were in ng Fag i 
the extra pupils being admitted because there 
was grave dencier “ their *being transferred 
to non-Catholic institutions. The plans for 
the extension had been approved by the 
Board of Works, and an estimate of £9,038 
had been accepted. The State had sanctioned 
a grant of two-thirds of the cost, so that 
over £3,000 must be provided locally. 

The Archbishop, in commending the object 
of the meeting, said that it was the charter 
of the Church to exercise vigilance in rela- 
tion to schools, to avert danger to the 
Catholic faith. Books, teachers, and 
atmosphere must be Catholic before any 
school was recognised as a Catholic school. 
The national system of education could not 
now be regarded with the suspicion which 
attached to it in the past, and in providing 
facilities for educating the people in the 
district the Carmelite Fathers had done more 
than their part. They were, therefore, 
entitled to all the help that could be given 
to them, 


MR. DERRIG’S ADDRESS. 


Mr. Thomas Derrig, Minister for Education, 
moved: “‘ That we approve of the action of 
the Carmelite Fathers in extending the school 
building te meet the needs of the overcrowded 
condition of the schools under their charge.” 
He said that the district was a poor one, and 
he hoped that the citizens generally would 
come to the assistance of those interested, and 
lighten their burden. 

A considerable amount of school-building 
had heen done in recent years, but mainly on 
the outskirts of the city—in Marino, Upper 
Dramcordra, Iona road, Blackrock, Crumlin, 
Dolphin’s Barn area. and, to a lesser extent, 
in certain other areas. The problem of p-o- 
viding accommodation for the congested popu- 
lation in the centre of the city was, however, 
a very special one, and one that had been 
giving them considerable «oncern. The work 
they were engaged on here was one of the 
most important efforts made to solve the 
problem. 

He trusted that the Corporation, in its 
laudable efforts to clear the slums and to 
make suitable roadways and housing accom- 
modation, would pay due attention to the 
claims of the children, and that they would 
give al) the assistance possible in providing 
the necessary sites. He thought that where 
better housing accommodation was being pro- 
vided, and where congested areas were being 
opened up, the erection of suitable school 
gen should be part and parcel of the 

ousing schemes in the areas concerned. 

The population of the City of Dublin was 
also increasing at a rapid rate, so that the 
whole problem of the provision of school 
accommodation in the city was an urgent and 

ressing one, f the question was to 
.ackled in an effective manner they would 
require the assistance and generous co-operá- 
tion of both the people and the managers, 
and, so fa: as the Education Department was 
concerned, it would on its part co-operate to 
the fullest possible extent. 


THE CITY PROBLEM. 

In addition to the very valuable work which 
which has been done in recent years, and for 
which great credit is due to the managers con- 
cerned, said Mr. Derrig, we have other sub- 
stantial proposals in hand at the present time. 
When these projects are carried out, as | 
hope they will be within the next year or 
two, the situation will be much easier ith

construction of St. Saviour’s, Denmark street. 
the reconstructed school will accommodate 
approximately 680 children, and the cost of 
reconstruction will amount to £15,000. in 
respect of these great cases, therefore, I think 
it will be agreed that two-thirds or the State 
crant of £38,000 is substantial. 1, must be 
admitted that the local contributions, amount- 
ing to £19,000, are a heavy obligation on the 
areas concerned, but the responsibility is one 
to which I am sure they will respond. 

We are examining further proposals for new 
schools at Rathmines, and in St. Laurence 
O'Toole 's parish, for extensions in Inchicore, 
Pearse stréet, and other areas, and the 
estimated cost of these proposals for new 
schools and additional accommodation which 
will have to be provided in the near future 
is £45,000. 

To provide suitable and sufficient accom- 
modation in all areas in the city would involve 
a further additional cost of, approximately, 
£78,000, When you realise, therefore, that, in 
addition to the works already in hands, a farther 
expenditure of, roughly, £120,000 in al] must 
be provided for, if we are to he placed in a 
position to deal with this situation as we 
would wish to deal with it, you will realise 
the extent of the problem and the necessity 
for taking urgent steps to co with it. 
Unless the costs of our new buildings can be 
considerably _reduced—and there is, as you 
know, always a praiseworthy desire on the 
pet of all concerned to make our school 
uildings as substantial, as attractive and as 
modern a8 possible in their lay-out—unless 
we can reduce the cost very considerably by 
cheaper constriction I do not see an pe 
of dealing with the problem at a cost much 
less than that indicated by the figures I have 


given. 
AVERAGE COST. 

Up to the present the average cost has 
worked out at about £25 per unit—that is, 
per child—in the City of Dublin, That figure 
is prohibitive, and we are endeavouring to 
reduce these costs. You will see, however, 
that even with these figures considerably re- 
cuced the task we are faced with is a very 
formidable one, and it will uire a whoie-

The 
economic war with Great Britain has been 
in progress now for nearly . eighteen 
months. When the Free State Govern- 
ment decided to withhold the land 
annuities few persons expected that the 
consequences would be so severe. The 
Minister for Industry and Commerce 
expressed his belief in Dáil Eireann that 
the British Government would not levy 
import duties on Free State cattle or farm 
produce, because the Englishman had an 
inveterate dislike of food taxes ; and, when 
this prediction was falsified by the event, 
Free State spokesmen did not hesitate to 
say that the “ war’’ must be won by 
President de Valera’s Government because 
Great Britain could not afford to do with- 
out Irish live stock and other foodstuffs. 
Now, after almost one and a half years of 
this senseless conflict, nobody in this 
country can have any further doubts in 
the matter. The casualties in the economic 
war are all on one side. Thousands of 
Free State farmers are being ruined, while 
unemployment in Great Britain is being 
reduced steadily, and the national trade is 
improving every week. Mr. Thomas drew 
attention to this aspect of the case at 
Retford. There was no suggestion of a 
threat in his speech, but he warned the 
people of the Free State that “ this 
economic strife is gradually accustoming 
the people in this country to the present 
conditions, and there is a very real danger 
of permanent markets being lost.”’ 

There is, unhappily, no doubt that, in 
addition to the import duties which have 
been levied by the British Government in 
order to recoup the Exchequer for the loss 
of the land annuities, a moral tariff has 
been set up by the people themselves, 


Since the economic war began British | 


housewives, who formerly were accustomed 
to purchase Free State goods, have been 
forced to content themslyes with the pro- 
duce of other countries, and have lost the 
habit of “buying Irish.’’ All shopping is 
largely a matter of habit. Once customers 
have been buying a certain brand of 
article for a length of time they are slow 
to change; and, if the economic war 
should come to an end to-morrow, the Free 
State exporters would recover their market 
with the greatest difficulty. Mr. Lemass 
seems to realise this fact ; for in his speech 
on Saturday night to the Incorporated 
Society of Accountants in Ireland, he 
declared that the Free State’s problem 
would not be solved “if, and when, we 
have reached an arrangement with Great 
Britain that will enable the ordinary 
channels of trade to be re-opened.”” For 
that reason he laid special stress on the 
importance of alternative markets. 
Temporary agreements had been made 
with certain continental countries, he said, 
but the Government did not hold that they 
were satisfactory. Nevertheless, in future 
the Free State, if necessary, must be pre- 
pared to hurt herself in order to secure 
from other countries recognition of her 
right to trade with them, if they wished 
t> trade with her. 

The Minister’s reference, doubtless, is, 
inter alia, to the recent bargain with 
Germany over the contracts for the equip- 
ment of the new sugar factories. A glance 
at the trade returns any month will reveal 
the fact that, while continental countries 
always are ready to sell their goods to the 
Free State, they are very slow to make 
purchases here. The only country with 
which trade even now is conducted on a 
reciprocal Lasis is Great Britain; and, if 
the rulers of the Free State had had any 
real vision, an advantageous agreement 
could havé been made at Ottawa whereby 
the Free State’s position in the British 
market would have been assured. We 
admit that matters have been allowed to 
drift to a point from which recovery in the 
most favourable circumstances must be 
difficult ; but, with good-will on both sides, 
we are convinced that it is not yet too late 
to save something from the wreck. Mr. 
MacEntee, in his Chamber of Commerce 
speech, protested that the Free State 
Government was anxious to live on friendly 
terms with its neighbours, and Mr. Thomas 
has not ceased to declare Britain's anxiety 
to restore peaceful relations. What is pre- 
venting the resumption of negotiations 
between Dublin and London? Surely, the 
matter has reached a crisis at which no 
element of amour propre should be allowed 
to obtrude itself. The Free State’s trade 
is being bled to death. It has been 
reduced already by almost fifty per cent. 
and the search for alternative markets has 
been an utter failure. The only hope lies 
in the quickest possible settlement of the 
economic war. Every day’s delay is 
imperilling the Free State’s future, espe- 
cially as the domestic situation is charged 


| with dangerous uncertainty. 


Loch Ness’s Secret. 


During the past summer the public 
obtained a thrill from the tidings that a 
strange ‘‘ monster’’ had been observed, 
uprearing itself from the waters of Loch 
Ness, in Scotland. Most people regarded 
it as a novel version of the recurrent “ sea- 
serpent’ story, and dismissed the whole 
affair as a ‘‘ publicity étunt”’ for the 
Seottish tourist ‘traffic. Now the monster 
of Loch Ness has entered the news again 
a newspaper that cannot be accused of any 
Commander R. T. Gould is a dispassionate

investigator, who already has published 
| on the various appearances of the so-called 


‘‘ sea-serpent.”’ Provoked by the stories 


Scotland about threo weeks ago, spent 
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is connected with the sea by two canals 
and a river. Nothing larger than a 
salmon (says Commander Gould) could 
enter the lake through the locks of the 
canals without discovery; but during a 
heavy spate an animal drawing not more 
than six feet of water could enter over the 
covered weirs of the Ness River. Satisfied, 
therefore, that a reasonably large animal 
could find admittance, Commander Gould 
proceeded to collect the evidence of people 
who had seen the monster, and very soon 
convinced himself that his theory of a 
familiar sea-animal. which had lost its way 
was untenable. No known creature agreed 
} with their descriptions; for no known 
creature of the water has a long and 
slender neck that can be elevated consider- 
ably above the surface, and such a neck 
was the monster’s most striking feature. 
observed by many of the fifty-one 
witnesses, Commander Gould summarises 
the evidence as follows: The monster has a 
length of at least fifty feet. with a maxi- 
mum diameter of some five feet ; the head 
is comparatively small ; the neck can be 
elevated to a fair height above the water; 
the colour of the body, under strong sun- 
light, is something between dark brown 
and dark grey ; the skin is rough ; a small 
ridge runs along the crest of the back ; the 
tail, like the neck, is long and tapering ; 
there are two—possibly four—propelling 
fins or paddles, and the body appears to be 
flexible. Commander Gould concludes 
generally that the monster is “ one of the 
creatures popularly, and incorrectly, de- 
scribed as ‘sea-serpents,’’’ which has 
found a safe and comfortable home in Loch 
Ness. Precisely what the “ sea-serpents ”' 
are he leaves to biologists to determine. 
That they exist, and that Loch Ness 
harbours a specimen of the breed, he 
refuses to doubt.

Doctors’ Bills. 


At this time of the year the problem of 
doctors’ bills begins to assume a serious 
aspect from the family man’s point of view, 
and honest citizens will do what they can 
to settle with their medical men before the 
end of the year. The medical profession 
is much maligned in the matter of fees. 
Few laymen realise the number of bad 
debts that must be “ written off ’’ every 
year by medical practitioners, and it is a 
truism to say that the doctor’s bill always 
is the last to be paid. In ancient China 
the problem of doctors’ bills was solved by 
a very simple process. Patients paid their 
medical advisers a certain periodical sum 
so long as they remained in good health, 
but ceased payment whenever they became 
ill, The cynic will applaud this system : 
but the conscientious person who appre- 
ciates the enormous amount of work that is 
done by doctors without any payment, or 
hope of payment, will be interested in a 
plan which has been adopted by a body of 
citizens in the little town of Cardston. 
Alberta. In this town, which happens to 
be the centre of ths Mormon colony in 
that part of Canada, any family is 
guaranteed complete medical service, exclu- 
sive of hospital treatment, for an advance 
payment of five pounds a year. This pay- 
ment covers even major operations, and the 
scheme is entirely voluntary. There are 
two doctors in thé town. The money is 
divided equally between them every month, 
and, as three hundred families already 
have subscribed to the plan, each of the 
practitioners is assured of a competence. 
It is an experiment in the theory 
of “State medicine,”’ which certainly will 
interest many doctors who find the greatest 
difficulty in the collection of their : :odest 


' fees.

The Jumping Team.

RS. JAMES RODNEY, who was ad- 

2 mitted to the Royal Hampshire 
Hospital, Winchester, with spinal injuries 
following the fire at The Heromry, near 
Whitchurch, on Saturday, in which her 
husband, Captain the Hon. J. H. B. 
Rodney, and the Duc de la Tremoille lost 
their lives, is making progress. 

Mrs. Rodney, who does not yet know of 
her husband’s death, improved slightly 
yesterday morning, after she had passed 
a fairly comfortable night, :~d the doctors, 
who have been in constant attendance, are 
hopeful. ‘' She is seriously ill,” a reporter 
was informed at the hospital, “but there 
is no reason why she should not pall 
through.” An X-ray examination showed 
that the damage to the spine, although 
serious, is not so grave as was at first 
thought. 

After the fire Captain Rodney concealed 
his own agony in an effort to comfort his 
wife. 

Until last evening Mrs. Rodney had 
been kept unaware of her husband's death. 
It is understood that the sad news was 
broken to her by Captain Guest, of 
Sunbury-on-Thames, an uncle of Captain 
Rodney. Captain Guest was the first 
visitor allowed to see Mrs. Rodney per- 
sonally, 


AWAKENED BY CRACKLING 


The circumstances of the remarkable 
escape of Mrs. McCormick, wife of Mr. 
L. J. McCormick, who owned The Heronry, 
were told yesterday. 

A friend of the family, in a statement, 
said that but for the fact that Mrs. 
McCormick was awakenec. by the crackling 
of the fire and the smell of the smoke 
everybody would have been burned to death 
in their beds. 
her husband. She then rushed to the bed- 
room door, to find the landing full of 
smoke and flames. She shouted warning 
to the guests before she was forced to close 
the door again. 

Mr. McCormick helped her to climb out 
of the window on to a narrow sloping roof 
of a bay window below. By gripping the 
gutter she was able to lower herself, so that 
her feet reached the window frame below, 
and she was able to drop to the ground 
without injury. 

She cried out to the guests again 
before running round to the back of the 
building to rouse the chauffeur in the 
garage, and also to rouse Fraulein Krug, 
who was sleeping at the rear of the house. 

In the meantime Mr. McCormick forced 
his way through the smoke and flames on 
to the landing. He obtained a chemical] 
extinguisher and started to fight the flames, 
but to no avail, and he was forced back 
and had to escape down the staircase and 
through the front door. 

Running to the front of the house, he 
saw Captain and Mrs. Rodney balanced 
on the window sill of their bedroom, 
Captain Rodney having smashed the glass 
of the window with his hands. 


“ Don't jump ” shouted Mr. McCormick, 
who indicated that he would fetch a 
ladder. The flames were now penetrating 


inside the room of Captain and Mrs. 
Rodney, and the heat was becoming so 
intense that both decided to jump for their 
lives. :

Northern lrish Shipyards. 


On Tuesday Mr. Neville Chamberlain 
will be asked in the House of Commons 
whether he is aware that the Governinent 
of Northern Ireland is giving the ship- 
building yards under its jurisdiction the 
benefits of the Trade Facilities Act, and 
whether he is prepared to revive the 
benefits of the Trade Facilities Act for 
shipbuilding in Great Britain, and so to 
enable shipbuilding companies in Britain 
to tender for contracts for new ships on 
equal terms with the shipbuilding firms in 
Northern Ireland. 


Pigs from Germany. 


During the past few days considerable 
quantitaes oí Gérman: baeon have. been 
passing through the hands of the dis- 
tributors in this country, and inquiries 
had been made about it. The explanation 
is that this produce was imported just 
before the new quota restrictions came into 
operation on the first of this month. There 
was a glut of bacon in Germany at that 
time, owing to contracts whereby that 
country took some thousands of surplus 
pigs from Denmark. Most of the pigs 
were porkers, but it was found that many 
animals suitable for bacon were included, 
and these were dealt with without delay, 
in order that they might be rushed into 
Britain before the new quota regulations 
came into force. Future consignments 
from Germany will be on a very low scale. 


Foreign Orders for British Aircraft. 


Much of the activity in the British air- 
craft industry is due to contracts placed by 
foreign Governments. More than thirty 
air services in different parts of the world 
have been supplied with. machines of the 
Moth type, of which over three thousand 
are now in use, and in the past few days 
further orders have been placed by Spain. 
Portugal and Denmark. Most of the 
machines covered in the new contracts are 
of the Tiger Moth type—a class of machine 
suitable for the training of service pilois 
—but twin-engined machines, adapted for 
military purposes, have also been ordered. 


Canada's Book of Remembrance. 


After years of preparation, work is under 
way on the Canadian Book of Re- 
membrance, which will rest upon its com- 
pletion on a great marble altar in the 
memorial chamber prepared for it high in 
the Peace Tower of Vanada’s Parliament 
Buildings. The book will contain the 
hames, inscribed on vellum, of the 68,000 
Canadians who died for their country in the 
Great War—one hundred names to a page, 
listed alphabetically by the years, and 
written by hand in Roman letters. Inspira- 
tion for the decorative art work will come 
from Canadian flora and fauna, and from 
the distinctive characteristics of Canadian 
races and history. So far as human skill 
can make it, the Book of Remembrance 
will be imperishable, and will be one of the 
most magnificent volumes in the world. 11 
14 a Work of art and a labour of love, and 
will not Se hurried to completion. When 
the book is ready its solemn dedication wil! 
be a feature of an Armistice Day celebra 
tion on Parliament Hill, perhaps two years 
hence. 


Atlantic Fares. 


_ The revisions in passage rates, comprised 
in the agreement of the North Atlantic Con- 
ference, will be announced later in the 
month.

S HOTS were fired to-night when a party 

of detectives escorting Mr. ave 
on his Donegal tour were attacked by a 
band of men in the darkness outside 
Annagry. The detectives were in a car 
which was following another car contain- 
ing Mr. Cosgrave, Mr. James Dillon, 
T.D.; Mr. D. McMenamin, T.D., and Mr. 
W. J. Fahy, United Ireland organiser, 
who had left Annagry after a meeting for 
a further meeting at Killybegs. In front 
of Mr. Cosgrave’s car was a third car 
carrying a party of Blue Shirts. 

At a cross-roads a mile outside Annagry 
a party of about twenty men were drawn 
up by the wayside. They allowed the first 
two cars to pass, and then bombarded the 
third with stones. 

While the stones were falling on the 
side and roof of the car two shots came 
‘from’ the party of men, and the detectives 
at once pulled up and leaped on to the 
rodd. As they did so two more shots 
were fired at them without result, and 
one of the detectives then drew his 
revolver and fired five shots in rapid suc- 
cession over the men’s heads. 

All of the men fled immediately, some 
| scrambling over the rocks which lay on 
the hillside, and others riding away on 
bicycles which had been concealed close 
at hand.

STRUGGLE IN A HALL.

FTER two days of turmoil, following the 
announcement by the Anarchists and 
Syndicalists on Saturday morning of a bid 
to seize power, the Premier announced to- 
night that the insurrection had been 
checked except in Valderatas and Teruel, 
but the announcement proved premature. 

At 7.30 this evening there was a renewed 
outbreak in the région of Barcelona, and 
about the same time revolt broke out in 
San Sebastian, where there has been firing 
in the outskirts of the town. 

Troops have been sent to guard the rail- 
way line to Paris, which is reported to be 
cut. Tanks armed with quick-firing guns 
have arrived. Local Anarchist associations 
and Communists have declared a general 
strike as from to-night, and the Socialists 
are awaiting instructions from Madrid 
headquarters and are ready to join. 

In Collblanc, Tarrasa and Hospitalet 
(Catalonia) the signal for the uprising 
was the explosion of bombs in Collblanc. 
On the sound of the bombs exploding the 
Anarchists immediately opened fire on the 
armed forces, and attempted to seize the 
municipal buildings, but were repulsed by 
the troops. 

The Anarchists, it is believed, are deter- 
mined to continue the uprising, ind are 
making every cfiort to bring off the general 
strike to-morrow. 

The total death roll so far may be 
estimated at 56 to 60. The number in- 
jured is about 150, and over 500 people 
have been arrested. As communications 
are cut in many places, it is possible that 
these figures will be greatly increased. 

One estimate places the nu.ober of 
arrests as high as a thousand. 

The behaviour of the Civil Guard is 
described by the Home Office Minister as 
“- beyond all praise.” Eight have already 
los; their lives during the disturbances, 
and there are over 20 wounded.

the Free State Senate on Thursday,

In view of the importance of these issues, it is opportune to quote the 
more outstanding passages in the speeches mentioned. 


THREE POINTS OF VIEW. 


Lord Hailsham, in the House of Lords 
last Wednesday, said :— 


“ I is right that the Government has 
consistently taken the view that under the 
terms of the so-called Irish Treaty it is not 
competent for the Irish Free State Govern- 
ment, without repudiation of its honour- 
able obligations, and a disregard of the 
terms to which it has set its signature— 
for them unilaterally to abrogate the rights 
of a petition for special leave to appeal to 
the King in Privy Council. i 

‘It was plain that the Irish Free State 
could not consistently with the terms of 
the Treaty to which it owed its existence 
as a Dominion repeal that right of appeal, 
which was expressly safeguarded by the 
Treaty. and given effect to by Article 66 
cf the Constitution to which that Treaty 
gave effect. 

“- I understand,’’ Lord Hailsham went 
on, ‘‘ that there is a case pending before 
the Privy Council, in which special leave 


An outbreak which may indicate serious 
unrest in the Army is reperted from Villa- 
neuva de la Serena, in the Province of 
Badajoz, 150 miles from here, where the 
recruits mutinied and provoked dis- 
turbances. Forces of the Civil Guard who 
were sent to investigate and attempted to 
parley with them, were allowed to 
approach the mcn, and were then received 
with gunfire. A sergeant and corporal 
of the Civil Guard were killed. 

Troops were sent to quell the dis- 
turbance, and later it was announced that 
the outbreak had been crushed. 

One of the two trains that were wrecked 
was the Barcelona-Bilbao express, which 
was derailed by the removal of part of 
the track near Saragossa. At least ten 

rsons were seriously injured. 

The other derailment was more serious, 
and it is feared that the death roll will 
reach 20, while 38 passengers were in- 
jured. The rebels placed a contact bomb 
against the rails on a bridge in an isolated 
portion of the line near Valencia, which, 
on the passage of the engine, blew up 
the bridge and hurled te first three 
coaches into the valley below. It was 
four hours before help arrived for the 
stricken passengers. 

The Nord Railway Company have 
warned intending passengers that it cannot 
guarantee the safety of those deciding to 
travel from Madrid to Miranda en route 
for Irun or Barcelona. 

With a view to drawing forces to 
Madrid, twelve ‘“‘noitse’’ bombs were 
detonated in various distric!. of Madrid 
last night. There was grea‘ alarn, but 
no loss of life. 


CONVENTS FIRED. 


Extremists attempted to set fire to most 
of the convents and churches in Granada. 
A loud explosion of bombs was the signal 
agreed upon for the firing of the convents. 
Six religious buildings were then set 
alight, and one convent and one church 
completely -gutted. An attempt to burn 
down the largest theatre in the town was 
foiled by the attendants. 

An explosion at the electric transformer 
at Gijon was followed by the announce- 
ment of a general str...» among the 
Asturias miners. among whom there is 
much unrest, an. who, it is believed, may 
join the anarchist movement. 

Spanish anarchists attack the parlia- 
mentary system, and work by means of 
general strikes and" violent revolution. 
They believe in “ mutual help founded 
upon individual freedom’’ among the 
workers. The majority of the Barcelona 
workers are members of the anarchist 
trade unions. 


WOMEN USED AS SHIELD. 


In the early hours of the morning 
anarchists at Briones (Logrono) seized 
women and children belonging to the 
families cf thu Civil Guard and placed 
them in front of them, using them as a 
shield when they began their attack. 

Sniping has been going on almost con- 
tinuously for thirty-six hours in Saragossa, 
and has accoun for many of the dead 
and injured in the rising. Arrests there 
are estimated at two hundred. 

The rebels took up strong positions on 
the irregular roofs of houses and. on the 
tops of church spires, and kept up a con- 
tinuous fire. The Governor gave orders 
that all the civilians: who were willi 
should be provided with arms to defend 
the convents. Many came forward. 

Clerks in the Government offices were 
provided with firearms and hand-grenades 
when an assault on the building appeared 
imminent. 


REVOLVERS IN BASKETS. 


Extremist women, carrying unsuspicious- 
looking baskets, which saved them from 
interference by the police, have been going 
round to the rebels with loaded revolvers, 
and taking away the empty ones to re- 
load. | 

Shock police are now patrolling the city 
in lorries, on which are mounted quick- 
firing guns. 

In Corunna ten large bomb explosions 
were the signal for the destruction of the 
electric company’s transformer, and half 
the city was thrown into darkness. Simul- 
taneously a revolutionary general strike 
was declared, and employés in cafés, bars, 
and other trades ing late walked out.

MR. DE VALERA’S REPLY. 


President de Valera, in the course of his 
speech in the Free State Senate on Thurs- 
day, stated :— 

“ Lord Hailsham said, in reference to 
the Act abolishing appeals to the Privy 
Council, that there was a long series of 
legal decisions in which it was laid down 
that the right of petition for special leave 
to appeal to the Privy Council was a right 
which could not be taken away by any 
enactment of a Dominion Parliament 
without the express authority of an 
Imperial Statute. Think of it! Two years 
after the passing of the Statute of West- 
minster he invited the Privy Council to 
say whether an Act of our Parliament is, 
or is not, invalid. ... . 

“ But if this thing, in Lord Hailsham’s 
view, is right, then-neither Canada, South 
Africa nor any other of the British 
Dominions could abolish the appeal to the 
Privy Council without an Act of the 
British Parliament. Was that the posi- 
tion? .. 

“Lord Hailsham had not merely for- 
gotten the culminating point that was 
referred to in the British Government's 
despatch of Mr. Thomas, but he had also 
clearly forgotten the agreement of the 
conferences of 1929 and 1930. In those 
conferences the legislative sovereignty of 
the States. of the Commonwealth was 
recognised, and the only matters upon 
which it was agreed that any one of them 
would not legislate without consulting the 
other was in connection with the law 
relating to the succession and the Royal 


style and title. Except in these matters, 
in which there was agreement not to legis- 
late without consultation, it was quite 
clear that each of the States could pass 
any measures they chose. and that there 
was no obligation of any kind for consulta- 
tion in reference to them. 

“ T4 we have a moral and constitutional 
right to secede, then secession ought to be 
a matter for ourselves, and ought not to 
be a matter of grievance to any other one 
of the States.” 


MR. COSGRAVE’S 


COMMENT. 
Mr. Cosgrave at Milford on Saturday 
said :— 
“We know that there was a British 


theory which emerged from time to time, 
but which we had almost definitely laid to 
rest, referring the legal existence of the 
Saorstat to legislation passed in the British 
Parliament in that 1921-22 period. 

‘Our view was clear-cut and definite in 
its opposition. We based the Irish Free 
State on an international instrument, on 


a Treaty, and on a Treaty accepted by the 
people of two nations and ratified by Acts 
of their respective Parliaments. . . 

“ We have always held fast to the Treaty, 
to the international agreement, and have 
made the Statute of Westminster, and 
whatever flows from that Statute, take its 
proper place as subordinate to the Treaty 
and il scart of the constitutional posi- 
tion achieved by and through the Treaty. 

“Lord Hailsham has recently said, re- 
garding the Privy Council, that the right 
of appeal was expressly safeguarded by 
the terms of the Treaty. On the inac- 
curacy or accuracy of this assertion a 
good deal depends, and it is a simple 
matter for anyone who knows the terms 
of the Treaty to read and judge as to 
whether Lord Hailsham is right in mak- 
ing the remark that I have quoted, or 
whether I am right in giving him positive 
contradiction in these terms. 

“The right of appeal is not expressly 
safeguarded by the terms of the Treaty. 

“ It is, undoubtedly, open to any mem- 
ber of the Commonwealth to question the 
propriety, in -¢ertain 
actions taken either legislatively or other- 
wise by any of the other members, but 
they have long since discarded’ the 
method of the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council passing judgment, or even 
giving a consultative . opinion,. on any 
such action. 

“The only method now appropriate to 
Commonwealth conditions is conference 
and negotiations, and any attempt to 
subject to a ruling from the Privy 
Council constitutional matters arising 
even between the British and those 
Dominions which were the creation of the 
British Parliament could have a very 
disastrous effect on the continuance of 
. the Commonwealth. 

“ Where constitutional relations, as in 
our case, are based upon an international 
| agreement, the suggestion is intolerable.”’

their maintenance. So long as the League 
exists in any form, it must hold its General 
Assembly from time to time, although, 
as has already been suggested, its meet- 
ings might be curtailed and, perhaps. 
less frequently held. But the Council of 
the League has undoubtedly proved itself 
the most valuable international arbitral 
institution ever set up. 

For the ordinary purposes of political 
discussion, roceeds The Times, the 
tendency is likely to be that Geneva, with 
its well-equipped Secretariat, should be- 
come the normal centre for meetings of a 
political or techni¢al character, and that 
the meetings should be attended only by 
the States directly concerned.

now abolish the right of appeal to-the Privy 
Council, and hope to get a reply on which, 
through the Statute of Westminster, we could 
justify action taken to remove that appeal.

GOING BACK. 


Better than this would it be to take 
Lord Hailsham back to-the point of time 
chosen by himself, to the date of 1926. and 
to ask him to divulge to the public what 
J.ord Birkenhead and the law officers of 
Engiand said with regard to the supremacy 
of the imperial Parhament as a theory, and 
more imteresting still.as a matter of practical 
polities in 1926. Will Lord Hailsham say what 
was tite opinion held by the late Lord Cave on 
these two questions—first, on the constitutional 
correctness Of. the Saerstat attitude at that 
date towards the Privy Council, and, 
secondly, on whether, even in 1926, before the 
Statute of Westminster was thought of, the 
Canadian Government could not ultimately 
have achieved the abolition of the Privy 
Council appeal if it had desired that abolition.

The 
difficulty which arises is that the Irish Free 
State has persistently and consistently re- 
newed its interpretation. It is not in the 
terms stated in.the Treaty; it is implied in 
the Treaty by virtue of assimilation of the 
status of the Irish Free State, the status of 
Canada. We think the effect of that is to 
make it a Treaty right which cannot be 
abrogated except hy agreement between the 
two countries. We know that the Irsh Free 
State does take a different view, and because 
it has taken a different view it has gone out 
of its way to render the right of appeal use- 
less, and in practice there are two contrary 
views, said Mr. Cosgrave. 


THE FREE STATE VIEW. 


We pressed ours at conference after 
conference upon the representatives of 


Jali the Dominions, and it will some day be 


vevealed how far we had gone to get our view 
established.” We knew that within a very 
short period that the Privy Council “would 
come to be regarded as so much constitutional 
dead wood to he removed by consent, as 
recently reservation has been removed.

RECEPTION. 


CHEERING CROWDS 
EVERYWHERE.

Thirty men m blue shirts and others wear- 
ing blue armlets paraded as a guard of honour 
tor Mr. Cosgrave at Milford this afternoon, 
but donned coats over their shirts and 
removed the armlets when requested to do so 
by a Superintendent of the Civic Guard. ‘The 
blue flag of the Young Ireland Association 
floated -beside the Free State flag over the 
platiorm from which Mr. Cosgrave addressed 
a meeting beiore travelling to Gortahork, 
where he spoke to a huge audience, which 
overflowed the hall of the Irish College. All 
along. the road he was greeted by bonfires 
blazing by the wayside and lighting up the 
country from the crests of hills. At nearly 
every village he left his car to speak to cheer- 
ing crowds. 

At Milford he recalled that a short time 
hefore he left office he was approached by 
certain people on behalf of a man who was 
sentenced to penal servitude for an illegal 
operation, and whose sentence had been up- 
held by the Court of Criminal Appeal. When 
nrged to let him out, said Mr. Cosgrave, he 
asked if there was any further evidence than 
was put before the jury and the Court of 
Criminal Appeal. None was forthcoming, but 
4 few months after he left office the new 
Administration réleased the person, who was 
to-day a tree man 

‘* Now, proceeded Mr. Cosgrave, the same 
Administration says that Young Ireland is an 
illegal body. The same Administration has 
withdrawn the ban which we placed ou Saor 
Eire. ‘I'o-day that is a legal body, the Com- 
munists are legal, the bodies of men who 
comspired and took the lives of people are 
legal, bat the men who wear the blue shirt 
and band themselves together to preserve tho 
rights and liberties of the people are banni-d 
lt is a gross abuse of power. 


SHADOW-BOXING. 


“The men who are in the van of battle 
are the Blue Shirts,”’ said Mr. James Dillon, 
’.D., and while they are in the van of battle 
FKoin O'Duffy, William Cosgrave, Frank 
MacDermot and I will not desert them. wv 
we have to go to jail we will go together.’ 

Hating Communism, agitating for one's 
rights without arms, and urging young meu 
to help the Civic Guard and to work together 
for public service could not be made crimes 
by a man who was not born in Jreland and 
could not claim Irish nationality through his 
father. 

Referring to the shadow-boxing between

FACING THE FACTS. 

In the course of his speeches Mr. Mal- 
cahy said that if they had economic chaos 
and political disorder growing in the country 
to-day, it was because they had men at the 
head of national affairs who were not of 
the mould of the traditional leader.

increased by four millions since Fianna Fail 
were elected.

BEET-GROWING. 

Referring to the growing of beet, Mr. 
Hogan said that he had been mis-reported in 
what be said on many occasions about beet 
growiig. For the Carlow factory the tax- 
bere had to pay £400,000. per amu 
subsidy, for which wags got -10 acres 
beet. Therefore, beet cost the taxpayers 
£40 an acre. The subsidy was really more 
than £400,000, because beet was n in 
many cases where mangolds or other feeding 
crops would he grown, so that the subsidy 
was really £60 an acre. He thought that 
wag waste, and if the money was put to the 
growth of potatoes, mangolds, turnips and 
other live-stock feeding, they would get a 
better return for the money. An acre ‘of 
trrnips would return twenty tons, and this 
af. £1 a ton was better value for the farmer 
than paying a subsidy of £60 an acre. He 
thought that beet-growing was a failure in 
this country. 

He was asked what would happen if they 
all sowed turnips, and Mr. Hogan replied 
that they could and the English market 
could absorb four times as much produce in 
meat and bacon as the lrish market could 
supply, and that brought them to the ques- 
tion of eis sr iss for their young people. 
The more production they had of farm pro- 
duce, the more people they could support. 
Their present butter supply would not hots 
the English market going for a month. How 
could they support a higher population with 
production going down! They would support 
a bigger population by more production on 
the land, less waste, less extravagance, and 
more work.

Proposing the toast 
of ‘Prosperity to Ireland,’ the Chairman 
said that they had with them a distinguished 
guest in Mr. Lemass, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, who would address them on 
matters very near and dear*to the hearts ol 
accountants. These were the development of 
the country and the setting up of new 
industries. ‘There was need foe new company 
lJegistation, and he was glad to say that Mr. 
Lemass had not lost sight of that, and an 
official was at work on it, so that it would 
he coming along. The Society of Incorporated 
‘Accountants exercised a very important 
function in the world of commerce, and the 
examinations were very sevére, but not too 
severe for the student who devoted his time 
to careful study. The Society was established 
in 1885, and their first secretary, Mr. James 
Martin, was stil] in very g health, and 
they wished him many years of useful work.

TO DESTROY OLD ORDER. 


Mr. Sean Lemass, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, replying to the toast, said that 
the problems associated with the methods by 
which prosperity could best be achieved were 
bound to be controversial. The problem of

tried ineffeetively to tackle. 

The effécts on our trade consequent on the 
dispute with Great Britain and the retahatory 
tariffs imposed on both sides had obscured -to 
some extent the effect that world conditions 
had on the country. 

In some quarters it was supposed that the 
particular problems that were causing us 
concern had arisen from one cause, when in 
truth they arose from a number of causes. — 

“We will not even have solved the 

roblems of this country, if and when we 
de reached an arrangement with Great 
Britain that will enable the ordinary channels 
of trade to be re-opened,’’ he declared, 

The problems that existed here, added the 
Minister, were here when there were no 
impediments to trade, and when there was 

Government operating for the two 
islands. 

The Government had been accused of 
adopting drastic steps. They did not accept 
that as an accusation. lt was necessary that 
the old order should be destroyed. It was 
necessary that there should be a temporary 
dislocation of trade, but to a large extent we 
had got over that. The path to the future 
appeared clear. We must accept full 
reciprocity as a basis for our international 
trade, 

“ We have succeeded in making with cer- 
tain countries on the Continent agreements 
that are in operation for the time being." 

‘** We do not hold they are satisfactory, but 
in relation to our trade in the future we must 
be prepared, if necessary, to hurt ourselves in 
order to secure from other countries our 
recognition of our right to trade with. them 
if they want to trade with us.” 

The market with Great Britain was still a 
large one, despite the tariffs, and the British 
trade with this country was still of con- 
siderable dimensions. ut so long as there 
were impediments to that trade they must 
seck markets elsewhere. 


UNIFICATION OF THE 
COUNTRY. 


The toast was that of the “ Prosperity of 
Ireland.'” There were those who came irom 
the North and he wanted to assure them that 
their own desire for their prosperity was no 
less than that of the e of the South. 

It might be that their views might differ 
fiom others as to how prosperity could be 
attained. ‘Those in the twenty-six counties 
hoped that prosperity would be the lot of the 
pcople"in the ‘North, and trusted that cireum- 
stances would develop that might enable 
them, without any mental misgivings, once 
again to secure the unification of the ceantry.

HOME MISSION SOCIETY. 


“ THE FACT OF CHRIST.” 


The second of a series of special sermons 
in connection with the Church of Ireland 
Home Mission Society on “Christ in the 
Changing World,” was preached in Christ 
Church Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday after- 
noon, by the Rev. John Tobias, B.D., Rector 
of Rathmines, who dealt with ‘‘ The Fact of 
Christ.” 

Taking as his text. “Jesus Christ, the 
same yesterday, ‘to-day, and for ever” 
(Hebrews xiii., 8) the preacher said that 
facts were stubborn things, and the most 
stubborn of all was the fact of Christ. Men 
might ignore Him, patronise Him, scorn 
Him, and despise Him, but through it all 
He still persisted. In a world of one CV 
Christ was changeless. Like an impregnable 
rock He stood firm in every age. The first 
thing that they observed when they con- 
sidered this fact of Christ was that He was 
at the head of all the great movements in 
human history. They saw, for example, the 
Church exercising an influence in all human 
calculations, until it was the greatest force 
for righteousness in the world, in spite of 
what critics might say. They could not ac- 
count for the Church apart from the fact of 
Christ, and what was true of the Church 
was true also of other great movements. 
Whether the movement was for the abolition 
of slavery or for peace between the nations 
of the world, behind all great movements 
stood the living Christ, living and moving 
in the hearts of men. There was no period 
in the history of mankind when men could 
say that Jesus Christ could not fit in, and 
there was no problem in any age, for which 
He was not a solution. There was no way 
out of their difficulties except men took the 
fact of Christ into every department of the 
nation’s life and into their council chambers, 
as well as into their Churches. The fact of 
Christ was sufficient for all the world’s 
needs.

THE RISE IN TEA SHARES. 


—— 
FROM OUR FINANCIAL, CORRESPONDENT. 


Although it is generally recognised that a 
measure of currency atabilisation is essential 
to world trade recovery, the fluctuations in 
the principal foreign exchanges have now less 
effect upon the financial markets. It is true 
that dollars and francs are showing more 
steadiness, but this does not mean that in 
one case there is a stronger belief in the 
ultimate success of America’. monetary policy, 
or in the other that France is yet out of the 


wood, Gold mining share are influenced as 


much as any by exchange variations, because 
the London price of the metal is still based 
on the sterling value of French francs, and 
will continue to be while France remains. on 
the gold standard. As to that, the belief is 
much stronger now tha. vi country will not 
change its monetary policy, even 1 America 
should become more aggressi:.e in the matter 
of gold purchases, and that does not seem 
likely at present. 


A FIRM UNDERTONE. 


Stock Exchange business on the whole has 
has not been very active of late, and, in view 
of the comparatively small amount of fresh 
buying, brokers are rather surprised that 
prices keep up so weil. In more than one 
section the supply of stock is small, and when 
an adverse development affecting a particular 
company, or a group of companies, is .an- 
nounced the initial fall an FE is soon fol- 
Jowed by a recovery. Dealers are afraid to 
mark quotations down appreci bly because of 
a fear that the lower level will attract buyers 
and, perhaps, catch them short. This has 
happened lately in one o: two industrial 
shares. The undertene of markets is really 
very good, and weak phases are soon followed 
by firmness, Consequently the announcement. of 
an Australian Government Conversion Loan for 
£16,640,000 had no depressing effect upon 
gilt-edged securities, where prices are very 
well maintained, considering the moderate 
yields now. afforded to fresh purchasers, 
Generally an appreciable reduction has taken 
place of late in the speculative position for 


the rise. . 
THE TAXAT!ON OF PROFITS. 


The “case of the individual who is being 
taxed on profits derived fron’ operations in 
cotton has aroused considerable discussion, 
for on the surface it appears to open big 
possibilities. Ordinarily casual a are not 
taxed, but if they were much dissatisfaction 
would be caused, and there would, naturally, 
be a claim for refund when such profits are 
replaced by losses. The principle of taxing 
casual profits would strike at the root of 
Stock Exchange business, and if carried to 
its logical conclusion migit bring, m big 
financial corporations. There is reason to 
believe that the case mentioned above is of 
an exceptional character, and that the-Inland 
Revenue authorities have no intention of ex- 
tending the application of tne prineiple of 
taxing profits bevond any case that may arise 
where an individual engaged in one particular 
sphete of business consistently and regularly 
makes profits in another. 


UNDER-VALUED S7OCKS. 


It is satisfactory that Argentine Railway 
stocks. and especially the fixed: charge issues, 
have recovered considerably from the severe 
fall thai followed the announcement of the 
Government's exchange proposals. The fall 
was overdone. for although what appears to 
be a deliberate depreciation of the peso is 
another adverse point for the railways and 
other British-owned: undertakings in . the 
country, it did not justify the decline in 
prices of Debenture and Preference stocks 
aimost to a rubbish level. There will prob- 
ably be a further recovery, for it can scarcely 
be admitted that Central Argentine 4. p.c. 
Debenture, fer instance, is fully valued at 
the current price of 65, Buenos Ayres Great 
Southern 4 p.c. Debenture at 76, or Buenos 
Ayres’ Western 4 p.c. Debenture at about 70. 
Some of the Preferences also look very cheap 
Buerés” Ayies Great Southern 6 p.c. can be 
obtained at about 68, Central Argentine 6 
pc, at 35, and Buenos Ayres Western 4; 
p.c. Preference at 56. The prospect is that 
the offer to producers of prices above the 
world. level will stimulate the movement of 
Argeitina’s principal products, wheat, maize 
and linseed, and this would be reflected in 
improved railway traffics. 
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| TEA SHARES. 


In the last few months Indian and Ceylon 
Tea Shares have risen very considerably. 
Despite this, the market view of the pros- 
RA of this market is very hopeful. tis- 
actory prices are being realised for the pro- 
duct at the auction sales, and it is said that 
all the leading companies are doing exceed- 
ingly well. Several have returned to the 
dividend list after a long 
others have resumed the payment of interim 
distributions. Unless the optimistic market 
views of pros prove to be right, it 
cannot be said that~present share prices are 
justified, and, perhaps, the extent of the 
appreciation from the lowest of this year is 
not generally realised. 


SPECTACULAR PRICE 
MOVEMENTS. 


Amalgamated Estates £10 shares have risen 
from the year’s lowest of 6} to 18}—a really 
remarkable rise; but it may be mentioned 
that between 1929 and 1931 the quotation 
touched , The similar shares of the 
Consolidated Tea and Lands dropped at one 
time this year to 6}, from which there has 

a recovery to 271, but even this is 
about 12 points below the price reached in 
the 1929-31 period. Among the pound shares 
Assam Company have come up from 12s. 6d. 
to 30s., a price comparing with the highest in 
recent years of 47s. 6d. Similarly, Darjeeling 
have risen this year from 26s. ód. to 38s. 9d., 
but in the period mentioned the same shares 
touched 65s. Imperial Teas have risen from 
7s. to 27s., and if they are to reach the 
best recorded in 1929-31 they will have to rise 
another 3ls. 3d. Virtually there is no share 
giving a good yield on the basis of the last 
dividend; indeed, in some cases very much 
more can be obtained from the Preference 
shares of the same company. This, of course, 
is owing to the fact that current quotations 
anticipate substantial dividends and a con- 
tinuance of the greater prosperity that the 
industry is now enjoying.

A share that the market expects will touch 
a considerably higher price in the future is 
Associated Equipment Ordinary.

The strong tone which characterised the 
London Stock Markets generally on Friday 
last continued in evidence during Saturday's 
brief session, and although both the attend- 
ance of members and the volume of business 
passing were small, a further lengthy record 
of substantial appreciations was shown at 
the close. The feature was again provided 
by “ Kafhrs,” which continued to meet a 
good demand on the strength of the dividend 
announcements, and prices forged further 
ahead. Elsewhere, Bhipping descriptions 
maintained their recent firmness, while 
Tobaccos and a number of the Miscellaneous 
Industrials were marked smartly forward.
